John Thompson (alias Williams) was born in 1805. On 16 February 1826 
he was sentenced at the Old Bailey for a burglary he had committed on 
the night of 16 January in Bethnal Green, London at the dwelling house 
rented by Thomas Curry, a broad silk weaver. He was accused of stealing 
3 pillows (value 5s), 2 blankets (value 5s), | counterpane (value 2s) and 1 
sheet (value 1s). The transcript of the court proceedings describes the fight 
that ensued when M r Curry caught M r Thompson in his house and involves 
statements given by key witnesses and police constables. Thompson did not 
have much to say during the proceedings with his closing statement being, 
‘| have nothing to say in my defence, nor have! any friends’. For this crime 
John Thompson was sentenced to death. 


Fortunately for him, on 3 M ay 1826, Thompson's sentence was reduced to 
transportation for life. On 5 August 1826 he departed from England aboard 
the convict transportation ship ‘Speke’ (formerly the 'Warren H astings') 
along with 155 other convicts. Amazingly, one of these was also named J ohn 
Thompson who at the age of 16 had been sentenced on the same day at the 
Old Bailey. The ‘Speke’ with its cargo of convicts arrived at Port Jackson, 
Sydney, N ew South Wales on 26 N ovember 1826. 


After an unknown period of being indentured, Thompson was granted a 
Ticket of Leave which gave him somerights but he could not leavethe colony. 
On 27 September 1841, under thename W illiam Thompson, hewas granted 
permission to marry a 19 year old woman named Sarah Weatherstone, also 
a convict. The wedding was conducted by Rev. H.H.Bobart at St John's 
Church of England, Parramatta, Greater Sydney.

The Normal Institution was founded by Henry Carmichael in 1834. 
Carmichael was born in Scotland in 1796 and after graduating withaMA 
in theology in 1820 he moved to London and worked as a private tutor. In 
1830 he was engaged by Rev Dr John DunmoreLang to teach at his proposed 
Australian College in Sydney. They both sailed aboard the Stirling Castle 
and arrived in Sydney in October 1831.

Initially the set up of the new college suited Carmichael but by 1833 he was 
disenchanted, particularly with Lang's management style. They disagreed 
on the separation of religion from the syllabus in a public education system. 
Thus, when his contract expired in 1834, Carmichael left to form his own 
school. Thenew school was sited in Elizabeth Street opposite H yde Park and 
opened in January 1835. It wasa boys' school catering for both day students 
and boarders. When he left the Australian College Carmichael took 45 of 
his students with him and in the ensuing years he and Lang entered into a 
public slanging match that was widely reported in the press. 


As well as teaching reading, writing and arithmetic the institute also taught 
modern and Oriental languages, portrait painting, drawing, dancing, 
gymnastics, fencing, military drill and it also included the study of religious 
knowledge but making students aware of the history of all religions. By 1838 
Carmichael had lost much of his enthusiasm and handed the management of 
the school to his assistant, H enry Gordon. In 1849 the school relocated to 
King Street east under the direction of Rev Thomas Aitken after the original 
site was sold and it closed its doors in the mid-1850s. 


Walter De Arrietta was the son of Spanish Count J ean Baptiste Lehimas De 
Arrietta who lost his estates during the Peninsula Wars and arrived in N ew 
South Wales in 1821. Walter Lehimas De Arrietta was born at Camden 
(Douglas Park) in 1830. His father had influential friends in government 
and was owed money by the crown for services rendered. H ereceived a large 
land grant in excess of 2,000 acres at Camden, now Douglas Park. After 
Walter's father died in 1838 his mother re-married. Following this his older 
sister Louisa, born in 1828, attended a ladies boarding school so Walter 
probably attended the Normal Institution as a boarder. Later, Walter De 
Arrietta worked all his life as a printer at the Government Printing Office 
and was a member of the 1st Regiment NSW Volunteer Infantry. He died 
on 16 December 1901 at Belmore, Sydney, N SW.

25, 1934, at the Norseman Gold M ine. Shackel was lighting 13 charges of dynamite in the face of a stope. He had lit seven when the first exploded. A miner 
named, M iotti saw what had happened and ran for help. Suggett ran along the drive, climbed above the timber and dragged Shackel down out of the stope 
to the drive and to safety. Suggett knew the other charges would explode at any moment, and they actually exploded as he went above the timber, throwing 
him back, but he persevered and rescued Shackel, who was seriously injured. Suggett was brought to the surface semi-concious. H ehad been hit by rocks and 
was badly shaken. He was admitted to hospital and was there for a week. In a special report M r. A.W.Winzer, Inspector of M ines, says: "A more dangerous 
position for a man to get into would be difficult to imagine. In my opinion Suggett showed uncommon heroism and risked his life to save a comrade. Any 
person with a knowledge of explosives and facts of the occurrence must agree that Suggett is entitled to the highest award given for bravery. ' 


The man who was saved, W.G.Shackel, suffered the loss of a hand and other injuries.

Captain William J.H ardham VC wasCommandant of Queen M ary H ospital, 
Hanmer Springs in the Canterbury region of New Zealand. Captain 
H ardham was awarded the VC in the Boer War, he was then wounded at 
Gallipoli in WWI and upon his return to N ew Zealand he was appointed 
Commandant (June 1916 - September 1917) of the Queen M ary (soldiers' 
convalescent) H ospital at Hanmer Springs.

Raoul (Roy) Sunday Bell was born 19 February 1882 on Sunday (Raoul) 
Island, the largest of the K ermadec Islands. His parents had moved there in 
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December 1878 from N ew Zealand. H is father, Thomas Bell, had dreams of 
claiming Sunday Island as his own after farming and occupying it for several 
years but with the impending colonisation by Germany, the N ew Zealand 
Government requested Britain to lay claim to the island. They did this on 
31 July 1886 and despite the protests by Thomas Bell, who laid claim to the 
island, the Kermadacs became part of the British Empire. He was allocated 
some land on the island to farm and despite claims of his title to the island 
due to his pioneering efforts and many legal appeals over the course of several 
years, his claim was never recognised. 


Roy Bell went on to become a scientific collector for Gregory M atthews, 
an author of Birds of Australasia, from c1910 and took up residence at 
N orfolk Island. He served in WWI listing his birthplace as Sunday Island 
and his occupation as a taxidermist. Part of his service included time as 2/Air 
M echanic with 3 Sqn Australian Flying Corps from M arch 1917. On his 
return to Australia in J anuary 1919 hewas discharged as medically unfit. He 
served again in WWII enlisting on 13 December 1941 at N orfolk Island with 
the stated occupation of photographer. He served with the N orfolk Island 
Infantry Detachment until discharged on 19 M arch 1942 as medically unfit. 
Oneof Roy's photographs of Ball Bay was used on the first issue of N orfolk 
Island stamps. He died on 28 M arch 1966 at Norfolk Island. 


W.L.Wallace was born in Tasmania and later moved to New Zealand. 
He became friends with Roy Bell after they met when Wallace served on 
the 1908 Kermadec Islands Expedition. During this expedition, Wallace 
discovered on Raoul Island a rare Saprosites R aoulensis, a species of dung 
beatle endemic to the Kermadecs. This specimen he collected is held at the 
Auckland M useum.

On the 9th November 1914 the Light Cruiser HM AS Sydney engaged the 
German Light Cruiser SM S Emden within sight of the beach at the Cocos 
(Keeling) Islands, immediately following an attempt by the Germans to 
dismantle a communications post on theisland.

When Emanuele Philiberto succeeded his father Carlo III in 1553 he was 
essentially a duke without a duchy. A series of wars involving French, 
Spanish and Swiss forces had devastated Savoy, and by 1536 Francis | had 
brought the duchy under complete French rule. Emanuelein exile served the 
king of Spain, as governor-general of the Lowlands, and in 1557 delivered 
a devastating defeat to the French at St. Quentin. As part of subsequent 
negotiations the Duke was confirmed as the independent ruler of Savoy, 
assuming full control of his duchy in 1559. Emmanuel Philiberto made 
Turin his capital, thus shifting the centre of his duchy from France to Italy, 
and Savoy's growing influence in Italian affairs led to the establishment of 
the H ouse of Savoy as the royal Italian house in 1861.

Philip de M ontmorency (died 5 June 1568 in Brussels), known as Count of 
Horn or Hoorne or Hoorn, was a victim of the Inquisition in the Spanish 
Netherlands. He placed himself with the Prince of Orange and Count of 
Egmont at the head of the party which opposed the imposition of the 
inquisition by Cardinal Granvelle and ultimately forced his resignation. W hen 
Granvelle retired, the three nobles continued to resist the introduction of the 
Spanish Inquisition and of Spanish rulein the N etherlands. Although Philip 
appeared to give way, he had made up his mind to punish the opponents 
of his policy. The regent, M argaret, Duchess of Parma, was replaced by the 
Duke of Alva, who entered the N etherlands at the head of a veteran army. 
Philip was seized, tried at the Council of Troubles and condemned as a traitor. 
Ceaseless but vain efforts were made to obtain a fair trial for Horn, and 
appeals for clemency on his behalf were made by potentates in all parts of 
the continent. Egmont and H orn were executed by decapitation on 5 June 
1568 at the Grand Palace before the town hall in Brussels.

This lot comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from the time 
of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates V| 
of Pontus who used the design of the issues of Lysimachos. These staters 
with the head of Alexander the Great linked him to Alexander, history's 
greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates embarked on a career of 
conquest, bringing most of thelands around the Black Sea under his control. 
T hese policies bought him into conflict with Rome and he consequently tried 
to liberate the East from Rome, quickly defeated the local garrisons and 
massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 80,000 in one night). Athens 
welcomed him as a liberator. In 87 B.C. the Consul L. Sulla and five legions 
captured Athens and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates 
was fined 2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. These 
gold staters were probably struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 
to early 87 B.C., to pay his mercenary soldiers. Several cities struck these 
coins and this mint has similar monogram to that issued at Tomis (see N oble 
Sale 78, lot 4902). An alternative view suggests that these coins were issues 
of Brutusin the Civil war of 44-42 B.C. (this view was published in Celator 
January 2000 [pp. 22-24]).

Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by 
Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become the most influential state on the 
island. In 485 its ruler Gelon seized Syracuse and transferred his capital 
there, taking with him many of the leading citizens. His brother Hieron, 
later tyrant of Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachm issues at 
Gela probably began circa 480 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal 
denomination of the Geloan coinage, and remaining so down to the time of 
the destruction of the city by Carthaginian invaders in 405 BC. Theultimate 
design of the tetradrachms displayed a racing chariot, borrowed from the 
Syracusan coinage, and theforepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal 
half-length figure of the man-headed bull swimming right is based on the 
‘father of all rivers', Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas 
as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to its mouth, where the 
city Gela stood. It was defined by Virgil (Aen. 3, 702) as ‘immanisque Gela 
fluvii cognomina dicta.’

A rare bill of exchange written and signed by Lachlan M acQuarie of Ulva, 
a small island off the coast of the island of Mull in the Inner Hebrides, a 
chain of islands off the west coast of Scotland. He is the father of Lachlan 
M acquarie (note that his son records his name in the Anglicised spelling as 
M acquarie, also a Gaelic version of the name is M acGuaire ), governor of 
N ew South Wales (1 J anuary 1810 - 30 November 1821). Lachlan M acQ uarie 
(1715-c1775), a carpenter by trade, was a cousin of the sixteenth and last 
clan chief of the M acQuaries of Ulva and his wife, (Governor Lachlan 
M acquarie's mother), was the only sister of M urdoch M aclaine, 19th Laird 
of Lochbuy, M ull. 


Recently the Scottish government stopped the sale of the island of Ulva. 
It only has five residents and is barren and windswept but locals from the 
island of M ull have been given a grant to buy and redevelop it for tourism 
while maintaining its historic links to M ajor General Lachlan M acquarie, 
Governor of N ew South Wales, who in 1817 became the first person to use 
the name ‘Australia’ in an official document. 


M acquarie was born at Ormaig on Ulva on 31 J anuary 1762 but his family 
moved to a small farm at Oskamull on the Isle of M ull in 1772. H is father, 
Lachlan senior, died in c1775 when he was fourteen and young Lachlan then 
volunteered for army service and went on to forge a distinguished career 
in the British army. His first wife, Jane Jarvis daughter of the Chief J ustice 
of Antigua, died of tuberculosis in 1796. In November 1807 he married 
his cousin, Elizabeth Campbell and bought a property at M ull and while 
he was away she started renovating it as they intended to live there after 
he retired in 1821. They did so in 1824 for a short time but unfortunately 
while on business in London in that same year he was taken sick and died. 
He and his wife and their two children, Jane and Lachlan, are buried in a 
mausoleum on M ull at a site maintained by the N ational Trust of Australia 
and at this site he is described as 'The Father of Australia’. There are also 
many areas, streets, buildings and other sites particularly in Australia bearing 
the M acquarie name in his honour. 


Lachlan M acQuariesenior, the father of 'The Father of Australia’, is buried 
on Ulva at the cemetery at Kilvickewen.

Admiral Sir Charles John Napier KCB, GOTE (1786-1860) was a British naval officer with a distinguished career of sixty years that included service in the 
War of 1812, the N apoleonic Wars, Syrian War and the Crimean War and in 1833-34 when he commanded the Portuguese N avy in the Liberal Wars. He was 
honoured with several awards by foreign governments for his war service. 


It was for his service in the Syrian Campaign that he was recognised by the Sultan of Turkey. This campaign began in 1840 when the M aronite Christians 
of Lebanon revolted against the occupying forces of Muhammad Ali, ruler of Egypt, who then sent 15,000 troops under the command of Ibrahim Pasha to 
burn Lebanese coastal towns and villages. By 1 July 1840, Napier, at that time a commodore, with a detached squadron was patrolling the Lebanese coast 
to protect British interests. In August he called upon Suleiman Pasha, the Egyptian appointed governor in Beirut to abandon the city and leave Syria however 
there was little he could do until he was joined by the allied fleet of mainly British but also Austrian, Ottoman and Russian warships under command of 
Admiral Robert Stopford. 


War broke out on 11 September but due to the illness of the army commander, Brigadier-G eneral Sir Charles Smith, Commodore N apier was ordered to lead 
theland force. H eordered a landing at D'jounie by 1,500 Turks and M arines in operations against Ibrahim who was stymied by the M aronite Christian revolt 
from doing more than trying to hold the coastal cities. Meanwhile Admiral Stopford claimed his truce flag had been fired upon and proceeded to bombard 
Beirut killing many civilians.

Commodore N apier then distinguished himself by leading a sea and land attack on Sidon, the Egyptian Army's southern base, resulting in its capitulation 
on 28 September. The Egyptians then abandoned Beirut on 3 October. While preparing another attack on the Egyptians at Boharsef, N apier was ordered to 
relinquish command of the army, withdraw and hand the land force over to the now recovered Brigadier-G eneral Smith. This action would have meant giving 
up the tactical initiative so N apier disobeyed the order and continued with the attack against Ibrahim's army. The ensuing Battle of Boharsef on 10 October 
resulted in victory and was one of the very few land battles won by a naval officer. 


By the end of October the only coastal position still held by the Egyptians was Acre which Admiral Stopford was ordered to recapture. On 3 November the 
M editerranean Fleet with its Austrian and Turkish allies pounded the city with devastatingly accurate cannon fire with one shell penetrating the main magazine 
on the south of the city resulting in the death of about 1,100 men. That night Acre was occupied with minimal losses to the allied force. During the action 
N apier had manoeuvred independently contrary to Stopford's orders and as a result left a gap in the fleet's deployment. Although this did not affect to outcome 
of the battle, some captains wanted N apier court-martialled for insubordination although Stopford did not pursue the matter. 


Therapid collapse of M uhammad Ali's power could have resulted in bloody chaos in Egypt so Stopford sent N apier to command the squadron at Alexandria 
to observe the situation. He reached the city on 25 November and once again, acting on his own initiative, he enforced a blockade. Then without reference 
to his commanding Admiral or the British government he personally negotiated a peace with M uhammad Ali. This peace treaty guaranteed M uhammad Ali 
and his heirs the sovereignty of Egypt and pledged to evacuate! brahim's defeated army back to Alexandria provided M uhammad Ali renounced all claims to 
Syria, submitted to the Sultan and returned the O ttoman fleet. 


When Admiral Stopford heard the news he immediately repudiated the agreement, the Sultan and British ambassador were furious and several of the Allied 
powers declared it void. However the formal treaty which was concluded and confirmed on 27 November 1840 was essentially a ratification of N apier's 
Original agreement and subsequently N apier was congratulated by his friend, Lord Palmerston. 


The magnificent diamond hilted sword in this lot was presented to Admiral Sir Charles N apier (at the time Commodore) by the Ottoman Sultan Abdulmejid 
| in recognition of his successful raid on Sidon during the Ottoman-Egypt conflict. The Sultan also awarded him the First Class Order of M edjideh with a 
diamond star. Also in recognition of his services in the Syrian Campaign he was knighted (KCB) on 4 December 1840, included in the vote of thanks by the 
H ouses of Parliament and endowed with the Russian cross of the Order of St George, the Austrian cross of the Order of M aria Theresa and the Prussian 
Order of the Red Eagle 2nd Class. Another of his awards for services to Portugal was being appointed Grand Commander of the Tower and Sword and also 
Count of the Cape of Saint Vincent. 


Prior to coming onto the open market, this historic sword was displayed in the British Royal Naval College until 1937 and afterwards transferred to the 
N ational M aritime M useum. 


N apier in N ew Zealand was named after Admiral Sir Charles John N apier's cousin, General Sir Charles J ames N apier.

The above book pp350-352 recount details of the awards to William Syne 
as follows. 


RHS Bronze M edal: In April 1887 Bill stood out from Thundergap (off 
coast of Tanganyika) in a 24-ft. cutter under sail when about two or three 
miles from the coast they ran into a bombarra (a local name for a form of 
hurricane) when the boat was swamped, quickly filled, and sank, leaving 
the entire crew of officer, interpreter, marine, and nine men struggling in 
the water in a running sea over two miles from the shore, with the thought 
of hungry sharks around them. Bill shouted to all hands to keep together, 
| conclude as mutual protection from the sharks, but the small interpreter 
detached himself in some way from the others and was soon a bait for a 
shark as he was seen no more. 


The marine then showed that he was in difficulties and hardly able to swim. 
Bill got hold of him and Kept him afloat with great difficulty until he managed 
to get hold of an oar to help support him. Thecurrent and wind werealittle 
in their favour, but it took nearly two hours to reach the shore, the marine 
being all the time only semi-conscious and would not hold on to the oar 
without being encouraged and assisted.

The officer came to their assistance for some time as the others by this time 
had separated. T hedanger of being 'nipped' by a shark was not encouraging. 
They eventually got to the end of a reef and the matter became more 
precarious as Bill himself, alone with the marine, was becoming exhausted. 
T he officer was nearly lost in thelast hundred yards before reaching the shore, 
but the remainder of the crew together got him landed. Bill with his burden 
by this time had reached a reef some distance away. When the crew were 
able to assist them to land the marine had nearly passed out and Bill was 
almost done... When the circumstances of the incident were fully reported 
Bill was honoured by receiving the Royal Humane Society's medal for his 
gallant action, which undoubtedly saved the marine's life. 


M edaglia Al ValoreDi M arina Bronze: On 22 (sic, actually 17) M arch 1891 
a terrible catastrophe occurred in Gibraltar Bay when the Italian emigrant 
ship the S.S. Utopia was lost with two thousand lives. It was a filthy night, 
raining and blowinga gale, with poor visibility. The Channel Fleet wasin the 
bay at thetime, the ships showing all their regulation lights. The Captain of 
the Utopia seems to have misjudged his distance and, probably blinded by 
the storm, dropped his anchor too near the other ships. When she swung to 
the wind and tide she was carried across the stem of the battleship Anson, 
was very badly holed, and in a few minutes began to sink. Very soon the hull 
was under water, just the funnels and mast showing and the upper works 
awash. The crew and emigrants numbered over two thousand, and of this 
number only a few hundred were saved. 


Brother Bill, who was serving in the Camperdown, but on shoreat the time, 
was a close witness of the accident. He commandeered a boat manned by a 
couple of 'rock scorpions’ (natives of Gibraltar) and pulled out to the scene 
of the accident, saved about twelve lives, and rendered valuable assistance 
by passing others he could not take into other boats. For this service Bill 
was publicly presented with the M edal for valour at Sea by the Italian 
Government, with a letter of thanks for what they were pleased to call ‘his 
gallant conduct’.

John 'Jack' Leonard Farrington was born on 14 June 1906 in Sydney, 
Australia, to English parents.

Zimbabwe), working for the Gold Fields Rhodesian D evelopment Company, 
for valuation and development of prospects, and as the only geologist at 
the Wanderer M ine. He looked at the Kakemega goldfield in Kenya, then 
enjoying a gold rush, but did not stay. From July 1936 to November 1937 
he became an assistant geologist at the head office of New Consolidated 
Goldfields, at Johannesburg, South Africa. Moving to the Gold Coast 
(present day Ghana), from N ovember 1937 he became chief geologist with 
the Ashanti Goldfields Corporation and was the first resident geologist at 
the rich Ashanti gold mine. 


When he volunteered for military service in 1939 his application claimed 
experience in (1) interpretation of air surveys, (2) mine development, (3) 
diamond drilling, (4) organization of field parties and prospecting units, 
and (5) handling of labour; also ‘special Knowledge’ of aerial surveying 
(based on the planning and interpretation of four such surveys), tunnelling, 


surveying, and general reconnaissance of unmapped or poorly mapped 
territory. However, hewas not accepted for service dueto poor vision in one 
eye. Up until 1942 his work included wide experience in siting positions for 
boring and control of boring operations involving diamond drills, including 
siting of boreholes for water, and in 1941 hebecamean Associate (postwar a 
M ember) of the! nstitution of M ining and M etallurgy (UK), and in February 
1943 also a Fellow of the Society of Economic Geologists (USA). 


W hen he was finally accepted for military service in 1942, at the age of 36, 
he sought employment with boring units of the Royal Engineers. H owever, 
after initial training with N o. 6 Training Battalion RE (at Elgin in Scotland) 
from 30 October to 21 December 1942, he was attached to the Survey 
Training Centre RE (near Ruabon in north Wales) to attend a field survey 
course, followed by a coursein air survey and cartography, from 22 December 
1942 to 28 April 1943. The Survey Centre's main function was to train 
officers and men as military surveyors, who would then be able to act as 
reinforcements for existing survey units, and for the formation of new units. 
H e was then detached to 14 Corps Field Survey (CFS) Company RE from 
28 April to 17 July; returned to the Survey Training CentreRE from 18 J uly 
to 12 October; and detached again, to 523 CFS Company RE, before being 
posted to |ISTD, at Oxford, on 8 N ovember 1943. J ack's'O fficer's R ecord of 
Service’ notes that he was detached briefly to B.A.S. Washington, USA from 
19 October to 5 November 1944, and to active service in NW Europe with 
21 Army Group in France, Belgium and Holland from 24 December 1944 
to 19 January 1945. Soon after the Geological Section ISTD was formed, 
Jack became its officer commanding. 


After the war Jack went to Nigeria, where as a consultant, his first client 
was Amalgamated Tin M ines of Nigeria (ATM N). Therehe took part in an 
aerial survey of the]os Plateau, and made the acquaintance of the Western 
Nigerian goldfield. Then he was invited to be the official consultant to the 
ATMN Group, based in Nigeria. H e published a preliminary description of 
the Nigerian lead-zinc field and undertook a mining survey in Cameroon. 
After being appointed Assistant General M anager with ATM N in 1953, he 
was promoted to General M anager in 1957. Whilst General M anager, he 
was appointed a ‘special member' of Nigeria's N orthern H ouse of Assembly 
(Lagos Times, 4 September 1961) to represent the region's mining interests, 
and promoted Northern Nigeria as ‘an awakening giant’. He served until 
retirement from Nigeria in September 1964. 


Presentation copies of the farewell speeches that marked his resignation 
from the H ouse were donated by the family to the Pitt Rivers M useum at 
Oxford in 2006, as part of the documentation that accompanied donation 
of two ceremonial fans. Also, with retirement imminent, in the Queen's 
Birthday Honours of 1964 he was appointed a Commander of the M ost 
Excellent Order of the British Empire for his services to the mining industry 
in Nigeria. 


Jack and his wife returned to England, to Tonbridgein Kent, before moving 
to the Channel Island of J ersey where he continued with some consultancy 
work after retirement, but died there on 20 M arch 1982.

George Richmond Cummings, Casino, Richmond River, NSW; Trooper 
Cummings was one of those selected from the Casino-Lismore H alf- 
Squadrons sent to England for six months training with the| mperial Cavalry 
at Aldershott before going to South Africa; Invalided to Australia due to 
enteric fever, along with another Lancer, Trooper Charles Edward Webster; 
Arrived 28M ay1900 when the steamer M oravian berthed at Dalgety's 
wharf, M iller's Point. 


When theM oravia arrived there were 17 invalids from the war on board and 
they were met by the Royal Australian Artillery and members of the Third 
Contingent drawn up as a guard of honour while the RAA Band played. 
The Governor Lord Beauchamp arrived and accompanied by his Excellency 
Admiral Pearson and Sir W.}.Lyne, the Premier, he spoke to each man. The 
two Lancers upon arrival at barracks in Sydney were issued with uniforms 
and accoutrements and regimentally invited to stay at a city hotel for a 
week to recuperate before returning to their homes in the Richmond River 
area. They were also entertained at Parramatta at the Lancers’ supper and 
smoking concert at headquarters and an invitation was issued to the men 
to attend M iss Elsie Hall's recital at the YM CA Hall. 


On 6Jun1900 Trooper Cummings of Casino and Trooper Webster of Ballina 
arrived at Ballina aboard the SS Electra. When the steamer was sighted off 
theentranceto the Richmond River, the paddle steamer Protector, having on 
board a large number of friends of the returning troopers, steamed out and 
accompanied her to the public wharf at Ballina. As she came alongside the 
Ballina Band struck up 'H ome Sweet Home’ and ‘Soldiers of the Q ueen'. The 
M ayor welcomed thetroopers and they werethen driven in a four-horse drag 
(private coach with seats on its top) to the Australian H otel in a procession 
consisting of the Cadets and a detachment of the N ew South Wales Lancers 
leading the way. At the hotel both men were carried shoulder high from 
the drag to the hotel between lines formed by the Cadets. Then the M ayor, 
accompanied by the two returning Lancers, appeared on the hotel balcony 
and speeches were made. 


After this welcome, Trooper Cummings and his parents left Ballina for Coraki 
en route to Casino. A short distance out of Casino a considerable number 
of townspeople met the party and a torchlight procession was formed, led 
by members of the Oddfellows Lodge of which Trooper Cummings was a 
member. Once reaching town a M ayoral reception similar to that held at 
Ballina was staged. On the next Saturday night a complimentary smoke 
concert was held to welcome him home again.

Edward Charles Tatchell of Inglewood, Vic, born 28N 0ov1869, served with 
1st Contingent Victorian M ounted Rifles in South Africa; wrote several 
letters home to Australia which were published in the Bendigo Advertiser;

He graduated in Arts and then at the 
M ooreT heological College he secured 2nd classhonoursin theTh.L diploma 
of the Australian College of Theology. After this he studied at Ridley Hall, 
Cambridge University in England. H e was ordained a deacon in 1915 and 
a priest in 1916 by Archbishop Wright. H Is first curacy was in the northern 
Sydney suburb of Wahroonga before he applied for a wartime commission 
as Chaplain and served with the AN & M EF. 


In 1919 he was living at 'Olney', Church St, Hobart, Tasmania with his 
father, W.E.Cocks, M issions to Seamen, Hobart. While there he gave an 
instructive lecture at the Seamen's Institute of his experiences with thetroops 
in tropical Rabaul. H edetailed how the AN & M EF had to not only perform 
military duties but also administrative duties, supply lawyers, plantation 
managers, surveyors, customs officers, postmasters and other officials. He 
also outlined his duties which included four or five services daily, owing to 
the men being stationed in different places, and also had to discharge the 
duties of censor, interest himself in the affairs of the men, hospital visitations 
and attend to voluminous correspondence. He was practically always on 
duty and it is little wonder that he was physically run down by the time he 
returned to Australia. 


H ethen went to India and was appointed principal of the Church M issionary 
Society's H igh School at Lucknow and chaplain of the historic H oly Trinity 
Church at Allahabad. In 1927 he went on a world tour visiting England, 
Europe, Africa and America. After his return he served in various churches 
in the Sydney suburbs. In 1928 he was Locum Tenens at St Luke's Rectory, 
Mosman. On 1 September 1929 he was appointed Rector of Holy Trinity, 
Erskineville and later served as R ector of St] ohn's Ashfield from 1931-1939. 
H ealso served as Catechist at St Stephen's Penrith. 


Rev Cocks was a YMCA officer with the BEF and AIF in England and 
France when he died at Bournemouth, England on 20 August 1941 at the 
age of 51.

F.W.Luscombe was a member of the Naval Brigade Rifle Club and at a 
meeting of the club in the Drill Hall at Rushcutter's Bay on Tuesday 29 
July 1902 he was elected to the committee. In the announcement of awards 
of the RAN Reserve Long Service M edal on Sunday 11 January 1914 one 
recipient was named as F.W.Luscombe (deceased). 


Leading Seaman F.W.Luscombe, a popular member of the N ew South Wales 
N aval Brigade for over 20 years, died suddenly at his residencein Alexandria, 
Sydney, NSW on Sunday 9 October 1904. Since his return from service in 
the China War he had suffered periodically from severe attacks of malarial 
fever, contracted outside Tientsin, and which indirectly contributed towards 
his death.

Charles Frederick Brace was born at Ballarat, Victoria. He was educated 
at Scots' College, Ballarat and after leaving school first came to N ew South 
Walesin 1880. In 1882 he went to England later returning to N SW and taking 
a commission in the artillery. On first joining he went through a 6-months' 
course at the depot, Victoria Barracks and following this went through a 
course of coast defence at South H ead and in addition secured his certificate of 
proficiency in infantry drill. H epassed for Captain (distinguished in artillery 
work) in 1897, a year after he gained his full lieutenancy. In 1899 he put in 
a 6-minths' instruction course at M iddle H ead and Victoria Barracks being 
attached to No.2 Company. 


Lieutenant Brace, a special service officer for the Transvaal embarked at 
Sydney on Transport M oravian 17 January 1900 arriving at Cape Town 16

(Report 1) This officer's battery performed conspicuously good work during the action of the afternoon of 30th M ay 1915. The battery was ordered to co- 
operate with the N ew Zealand Artillery in an infantry enterprise on Quinn's Post. They opened and continued a steady fire over the enemy's trenches with 
excellent results for four and a half hours, during the whole of which time they were subjected to an intense cross fire from the enemy's field and heavy guns. 
This battery was engaged in a similar task early in the morning of 19th M ay with the same excellent results. 


M ajor Phillips was the first field artillery officer to bring the field guns of the Australian Division into action on the 25th April, the day of the landing, and 
was able to silence an enemy battery near Kaba Tepe which the N avy had been unable to locate and which had been doing great damage to Australian troops 
during the day. From that time onwards M ajor Phillips frequently fought his battery under most difficult conditions and under heavy shell fire, and for days 
observed and directed the fire of his guns from a forward position of extreme danger. 


The Brigadier-G eneral Commanding Divisional Artillery considers the success which has attended the actions of the 4th battery and the comparatively small 
loss, considering the fire to which it has been subjected, is due to M ajor Phillips’ skill and judgment in emplacing the guns and fighting his battery.

Recommendation: M ajor H.V.P.Conrick 7th Australian Field Ambulance. On the evening of M ay 6th 1917 near N oreuil a wagon loaded with explosives was 
being taken forward. This wagon was hit and a huge explosion took place, drawing heavy enemy shell fire on to the spot. A man rushed to M ajor Conrick 
for assistance and reported that a hundred men had been killed or wounded by the explosion. M ajor Conrick immediately collected bearers and led them to 
the scene of the accident. H e personally attended to the wounded and directed the bearers in the open under heavy shell fire until all the wounded had been 
safely removed.

During the severe fighting near Bullecourt M ajor Conrick was in charge of the Advanced Collecting Post near N oreuil from the 4th to 9th of May 1917. He 
continually moved from Post to Post under intense fire encouraging the men and arranging the relief for the bearers when exhausted. It was due to his efforts 
that the evacuation of wounded was rapidly and successfully carried on during the above days. 


This officer was in the first A ustralian Expeditionary Force and has served with theA.1.F. throughout the Gallipoli and French campaigns. H ehas, at all times, 
been characterised by his good work under all circumstances.

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H oratio Victor Patrick Conrick (1882-1960), born 27M ay1882 at Fitzroy, 
Melbourne and educated at the Christian Brothers' School, St Kilda; 
started working as a bank clerk before studying medicine at the University 
of Melbourne (M .B., B.S., 1910); appointed Resident M edical Officer at 
M ater M isericordiaeH ospital, Brisbane; 02Feb1914 commissioned Captain 
in AAMC, Citizen Forces; 20Aug1914 appointed to A.I.F. and posted to 
the 3rd Field Ambulance, AAM C; Emb.25Sep1914; served throughout the 
Gallipoli Campaign and was mentioned in dispatches in December 1915; 
appointed to 2nd AGH in Egypt Jan1916; promoted to M ajor 06Feb1916; 
transferred to the 3rd Australian Auxiliary H ospital and left for the Western 
Front in April; served as medical officer-in-charge, Anzac Base Details, 
and then attached to the Aust Vol Hosp in July; for the rest of 1916 held 
appointments with 2nd AGH and 5th and 7th Field Ambulances; serving 
with the latter unit when his award of the Distinguished Service Order was 
gazetted in July 1917; later that year he served with the Ist and 15th Field 
Ambulances, the 10th Casualty Clearing Station and the 24 Bn; appointed 
Temporary Lieut-Colonel and Senior M edical Officer at the 2nd Command 
Convalescent Depot in November and was again mentioned in dispatches; 
O3Apr to 24M ay1918 commanded 8th Field Ambulance; rank confirmed 
on 01M ay1918; RTA Jun1918 and appt terminated 14Aug1918; no record 
of WWII Merchant N avy service as surgeon found. 


On 12Sep1918, Conrick married M ary Frances Punch at St M ary's Catholic 
Church, N orth Sydney; they settled at N orth Sydney and heresumed medical 
practice concentrating on children's medicine; held appointments at Sydney's 
Renwick H ospital for Infants at Summer H ill from 1922 and was honorary 
consulting surgeon there from 1957 until his death; from the late 1940s he 
was H onorary Assistant Physician at the M ater M isericordiae H ospital for 
women and children at Crows Nest and for several years was N ew South 
Wales representative on the council of the British M edical Association; 
remained on reserves with AAMC until 1943 when he was placed on the 
retired list with the rank of Lt-Colonel; Horatio Conrick died on 18 July 
1960 and was buried in the Catholic section of Gore Hill Cemetery; In the 
GoreHill Cemetery Biographies Volume 1, p219 it states that Conrick was 
the officiating officer at the burial service of Simpson Kirkpatrick, who was 
immortalised as "the donkey man" and ‘Simpson and his donkey". 


On April 28th, 1915, Capt. Conrick, AAMC, landed on Gallipoli with 
the 3rd Field Ambulance. The soldier to become known as ‘Simpson, the 
Donkey M an' was one of his stretcher bearers. Shortly before his death in 
1960, Conrick wrote with first hand knowledge of this braveand remarkable 
Australian soldier and his personal recollections were brought into the public 
domain by his daughter, M rs M ary Rayward of Dee Why. 


In one part of these recollections Conrick wrote, ‘Simpson was a very game 
man and in fact, helaughed at danger. At all times he was cheerful and a great 
favourite with his mates of the 3rd Field Ambulance. On oneoccasion | passed 
him in M onash Gully and called out to him, 'Look out for yourself Simmy.' 
H is laughing reply came, 'That bullet hasn't been made for me yet, sir.' 


When our C.O., Colonel Alfred Sutton, a good soldier and sensibleman, came 
ashore at Anzac about one week after the landing, we reported to him the 
type of work Simpson was doing, detached from the Ambulance. H ereplied 
he was quite agreeable he should continue, as his was an exceptional case, 
the only stipulation being that he should report at intervals to H .Q. Simpson 
came to us at times for rations, but more often he was fed by the Indian 
M ountain Battery and Jacobs M ule Train, who were camped near M onash 
Gully. They greatly admired him and would have given him anything. 


After his death, these Indians took charge of his donkey, fed it and looked 
after it. Their M edical Officer, Capt. Casey Evans (afterwards Sir Casey 
Evans) told methat he enquired of someof them if they would not lose caste 
by handling a donkey. T hey replied, 'What matter, sahib, it is the donkey of 
a Bahadur - a hero.' We buried Simpson in the cemetery on Brighton Beach, 
close to 'Hell-fire Corner,’ a spot he had passed hundreds of times in his 
brave journeyings.'

Recommendation: On themorning of the 28th instant Lt] ones-Evans went down to 1,000 feet over Armentieres and 
dropped two 25lb bombs at a train, just missing it. He then dived on another train moving out of Armentieres and 
fired 300 rounds into it. On turning towards the lines, he observed an enemy two-seater just below him on which 
he dived firing a short burst. The O bserver of the two-seater returned his fire and Lt J ones-Evans dived under the 
enemy aircraft's tail firing about 100 rounds, with the result that the machine dived vertically into the ground and 
crashed. Lt Jones-Evans was then attacked by a second two-seater, and turning he fired a short burst at it side-on 
without effect. H e then got under the enemy aircraft's tail and fired a very short burst and this machine also spun 
down and crashed. Almost simultaneously Lt J ones-Evans was hit in the foot by machine-gun fire from the ground, 
and although faint from loss of blood, flew west and reached St Pol, where he crashed on attempting to land. This 
officer then had to crawl for nearly a mile in order to gain assistance.

United States Army M eritorious Unit Commendation: By the direction of 
the Secretary of the Army, the M eritorious Unit Commendation is awarded 
to the 1st Battalion, Royal Australian Regiment Group for exceptionally 
meritorious achievement in the performance of outstanding service. 


The 1st Battalion, Royal Australian Regiment, distinguished itself in the 
conduct of military operations in the R epublic of Vietnam from 5 M ay 1965 
to 16 M ay 1966 while attached to the 173rd Airborne Brigade (Separate) of 
the United States Army. Asthefirst ground combat unit in-country, the 173rd 
Airborne Brigade and its assigned and attached units conducted extensive 
combat manoeuvres in the Bien H 0a area and in the Viet Cong strongholds 
of War Zone D and the Iron Triangle during the period 5 M ay 1965 to 4 
M ay 1967. In every confrontation with the stubborn insurgents, the 173rd 
Airborne Brigade displayed marked aggressiveness which enabled them to 
neutralize enemy strongholds and capture thousands of logistical items. 
In addition to remarkable skill and tenacity in combat, the sky soldiers of 
the brigade carried on an extensive civic action program characterised by 
sincere compassion for the suppressed local populace. During each of the 
brigade's combat operations, the sky soldiers immeasurably aided the allied 
counterinsurgency effort by winning the hearts and minds of the Vietnamese 
people. The remarkable proficiency and devotion to duty displayed by the 
members of the 173rd Airborne Brigade are in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the military service and reflect distinct credit upon themselves, 
the Armed Forces of the United States, and the Armed Forces of Australian 
and N ew Zealand. 


Republic of Vietnam Cross of Gallantry with Palm Unit Citation: The 
above medal recipient, Mr Alan Larsen, a former serving member of LRAR 
who served in Vietnam lodged an application in 2011 with the Defence 
H onours and Awards Appeals Tribunal (the Tribunal) putting in a claim to 
have the Citation awarded to 1RAR and its attached units, for service in 
Vietnam between 5 M ay 1965 and 31 M ay 1966. The Tribunal ruled that 
in awarding the Citation to the 173rd Airborne Brigade and its attached 
and assigned units, there was intent for the Citation to beawarded to LRAR 
and thus it subsequently recommended to the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
M inister for Defence that the award be accepted. The guidelines established 
in 1997 governing the acceptance and wearing of foreign awards allows 
the Governor-General to grant permission for the formal acceptance and 
wearing of foreign awards by Australians in extraordinary or unusual 
circumstances and since the Government of the Republic of Vietnam no 
longer exists, the Parliamentary Secretary considered these circumstances 
fell within these guidelines. Accordingly he wrote to the Governor-General 
recommending that he exercise his authority to accept the Citation which 
he did on 17 April 2015.

Star of Courage: granted 22/8/2011 to Charles Zerafa in recognition of an 
act of conspicuous courage in circumstances of great peril. 


Citation: On the morning of 9 M ay 2006, Mr Zerafa assisted a wounded 
police officer and confronted an armed offender at M angalore, Tasmania. 


Mr Zerafa was travelling along the Midland Highway at M angalore, 
Tasmania, with a friend when he came upon a police vehicle and another 
vehicle stopped by the side of the road. Two other drivers had stopped by 
the vehicle and were attempting to assist a police officer, who had been shot 
and was lying on the ground. One of the men notified police on the police 
radio of the situation, and informed Mr Zerafa and his friend that a man 
was armed with a gun. Asthetwo men moved away, M r Zerafa approached 
the wounded officer and checked for a response. Despite the considerable 
risk to his own safety, he then yelled to the armed offender and tried to 
negotiate with him, but the man responded by pointing a gun directly at 
him. M r Zerafa moved away as the offender knelt down beside the wounded 
police officer. The offender then went back to his vehicle and appeared to be 
reloading his weapon, which allowed Mr Zerafa the opportunity to return 
to the police officer. W hile continually trying to negotiate with the gunman, 
M r Zerafa inched closer to him, however the offender responded by pointing 
the gun at him again. Mr Zerafa continued negotiating until police arrived 
and arrested the man. 


By his actions M r Zerafa displayed conspicuous courage. 
RH SA Gold M edal: awarded in 2008. 


Citation: Charles Zerafa, of Roger River, Tas, in going to the rescue of a 
police sergeant from being killed by an armed man on theM idland H ighway 
near Brighton, Tas on 9 M ay 2006. 


At about 10.45am a police sergeant intercepted a suspect vehicle being 
driven erratically. As he approached the car, the male driver produced a .22 
calibre pistol and shot the sergeant in the face. The sergeant fled to the rear 
of the suspect car and fell face down on the ground, playing "doggo" but 
bleeding profusely from the mouth, hoping the assailant would believe he 
was dead and leave. 


M r Zerafa and a friend stopped and came to assist and were told by others 
who had also stopped that the car driver was armed. 


Mr Zerafa's friend moved back some distance while Mr Zerafa walked 
towards the vehicle and checked the policeman without any response from 
the suspect driver who then reached into his car and produced a pistol and 
pointed it at Mr Zerafa who then backed away and tried to negotiate with 
the gunman. The gunman then went back to his own car as M r Zerafa then 
went to the wounded officer and, with the pistol pointed at him, continued 
to try to negotiate with the gunman for several minutes when further police 
arrived and arrested the offender.

The signatures on the banknote were obtained by a U.S. soldier who was 
a warder at the Sugamo prison where the war criminals were being held. 
There are eighteen signatures in both English and J apanese. T hose identified 
include six Generals, one M inister of Finance, one Colonel, one M ilitary 
Attache, and two career diplomats. The sentences received by these eleven 
at the 1948 trial were two hangings, seven life imprisonments, one twenty 
year's imprisonment and one seven year's imprisonment. Among 25 verdicts 
and sentences handed down, one of those hanged was General Tojo H ideki 
- Prime M inister (1941-44), and M inister of War (1940-44). 


A newsreport of thenote's discovery in February 1982 stated:- A burglar who 
brokeinto the N orthfield SA home of lan and Joan M cLeod and turned out 
drawers looking for goodies, actually did them a good turn. H eunearthed a 
unique note that could be worth $10,000 or more- a] apanese 100 yen note 
carrying the signatures of 18 defendants of the famous trial of J apanese war 
criminals following World War II. 


"I'd stuck the note in a drawer with hundreds of old photographs 32 years 
ago and forgotten about it," says lan. "By pure chance we came across it 
when we were sorting through the mess the burglar left." When lan was a 
member of the occupation forces in Japan, the note was given to him by a 
US soldier drinking buddy who was a warder at the Sugamo prison where 
the war criminals were being held. The" buddy" had received it for favours 
he did for prisoners such as bringing them cigarettes. 


The yen story has another lucky twist. lan's wife Joan happened to tune 
into a radio talk by Adelaide coin and banknote expert, Dion Skinner. On 
impulse she rang him and the rest could make history. "You can't put a 
price on the note," says Dion Skinner. "It captures a point in history. It's of 
international importance. You only haveto think about the men who signed 
thenote. There was General Tojo Hideki, Prime M inister and Army M inister 
during the war as well as eight top generals. Six of the 18 defendants were 
hanged, 10 got life imprisonment, one got 20 years and one seven years. 
Quite a select company!" 


It should be noted that Dion Skinner did not actually see the note and 
was advised by the caller that it had been signed by Prime M inister Tojo 
Hideki. His signature cannot be located on the note although there area 
few signatures faded or written over dark sections on the back of the note 
so perhaps it is one of these. N onetheless the banknote is a rare piece of 
military and world history.

M erchant scrip was private currency issued by merchants because of the 
remoteness of the company's operations and the lack of banking facilities. 
The scrip was redeemable by the lumber workers at the company's stores 
and sometimes at other trading stores. 


Alfred Dickie of Upper Stewiacke, N ova Scotia was a prominent figure in the 
lumber and timber milling business when he formed the Grand River Pulp 
& Lumber Co Limited. The new company, of which he was president, cut 
pulpwood in Labrador and held largetracts of timber limits around H amilton 
Inlet. Theselargeholdings at Labrador created an ownership dispute between 
Quebec and Newfoundland with Quebec officials stamping the Dickie 
companies pulpwood as crown wood that belonged to their province. The 
dispute finally went to the British Privy Council in 1904 and belatedly in 
1927 it ruled in N ewfoundland's favour although Q uebec appealed and this 
was not cancelled until 1971. 


Dickie's businesses were seriously affected by weather conditions as well as 
natural disasters and he suffered severe financial downturns. H e continued 
his involvement in the timber industry but was also prominent in public 
affairs and in politics. He died a wealthy man in 1929.

Although the ink notation on the back indicates an 1890 use, it also seems 
possible that these notes formed part of the need for a circulating note in 
the 1850s and 1860s. The port of Robe Town, in the southern part of South 
Australia was in thelate 1850s an entry point for many Chinese after Victoria 
introduced a prohibitive entry tax to stem the flow of Asian migrants to 
the goldfields. In order to avoid the tax, ships from China dropped these 
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migrants at Robe Town, and from there the Chinese began the long trek 
eastward to the goldfields of Ballarat, M ount Alexander etc. Ormerod and 
Co., alocal firm in Robe produced ten shilling notes which only lasted a year, 
of which today only a few survive (see next lot). They were rather ironically 
produced in M elbourne by Ferguson & Mitchell who are known to have 
produced banknotes in the 1890s. George Omerod was born in 1822 at 
Rochdale in England and emigrated to Victoria in 1842. He later came to 
South Australia and in 1846 took up 87 square miles of land at N aracoorte, 
known as the Naracoorte run. The station was sold in 1848 and George 
Omerod commenced business at Robe as a Wool Buyer, General M erchant 
and shipping Agent. He died in 1872 at the age of 50 years.
